BRINGING UP CHILDREN 


~\“ “Bring Them Up in the Nurture and Admonition of 
the Lord” — Eph. 6:4 


as 


“Children, obey your parents in 
the Lord: for this is right. 


“Honour thy father and mother; 
which is the first commandment 
with promise; 

"That it may be well with thee, 
and thou mayest live long on the 
earth. 


“And, ye fathers, provoke not 
your children to wrath: but bring 
them up in the nurture and admo- 


nition of the Lord” (Eph. 6:1-4). 


Of the Ten Commandments, the 
first four show man’s duty to God, 
arid the remaining six show man’s 
duty to man. Of these latter, the 
first command is “Honour thy fa- 
ther and thy mother” (Exo. 20:12). 
Of a child’s duty to all mankind, 


his first obligation is to honor his: 


father and mother. In the order 
given by divine inspiration, his 
duty is first to his father and then 
to his mother and to honor the fa- 
ther and mother is placed before 
the commands not to kill nor com- 
mit adultery, nor steal] nor lie. Thus 
the duty of children to obey their 
parents is one of the basic funda- 
mentals of all human duties. God 
Himself calls this “the first com- 
mandment with promise,” and the 
wonderful promise is “that it may 
be well with thee, and that thou 
mayest live long on the earth.” 
Where children obey their parents 
and where sons and daughters 
honor their fathers and mothers, 
the homes will prosper and be 
blessed and happy. Men and wom- 
en will have been trained to be 
industrious and honest and obedi- 
ent to authority. In such a land, 
we may be sure that schools and 
churches and goyernment will be 
blessed of God. Therefore, this

command is the first with a prom- 
ise. 


So the command is restated in 
the New Testament as stated 
above, “Children, obey your parents 
in the Lord for this is right.” In 
Colossians 3:20, the command is 
even stronger, “Children, obey your 
parents in all things: for “ey is 
well pleasing unto the Lord.” 


Sons and daughters should hon- 
or their — and their mother. 
This does og mean that 
little children should obey os 
paren that grown. men 
women should care for their aged 
parents and respect them and 
honor them. Jesus rebuked the 
Pharisees strongly because by their 
tradition they allowed a man to 
say, “It is Corban,” and then re- 
fuse to do any more to support 
his ge plain ee (Mark 7:- 


obey

“And, ye fathers; provoke not

I 
think fathers this command 
more than mothers. At any rate, 
it is given in similar words in 
Colossians 3:21, “Fathers, provoke

There is plenty of in- 
struction about disciplining chil- 
dren and the Scriptures are very 
strong. But first of all, here fa-

I TT sane once an article in a popu- 
lar azine in which a woman 
declared fervently that 
had her mother or father ever 
whipped her, she would have hated 
them! Unfortunately, she had nev- 
er had what she needed as a child 
or she would not talk and write 
in any such a way. Chastening 
does not seem joyous, but “it 
yieldeth the peacable fruit of right- 
eousness unto them which are ex- 
ercised thereby,” the Scripture 
says, and that is true about our 
own children as well as God's 
children, provided that we correct 
them in the spirit which is com- 
manded in Ephesians 6:4. 


Children Need "Bringing Up" 

The command about children is 
“bring them up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord.” Children 
are to be brought up, to be reared. 
If they are left like Topsy, a little 
negro girl in “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 
who “just wed” they will not 
turn out well. The Scripture tells 
us that “A child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame” 
(Pro. 29:15). Any father and 
mother who have a child, have a 
job on their hands, for God com- 
mands that child be brought up. 
Children do not simply “turn out

well or poorly by their parents. 
God puts the responsibility on the 
parents and not on the child in 
this matter. 

In Proverbs 22:6, we are told, 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it.” Chil- 
dren do not train themselves up, 
do not bring themselves up, do 
not discipline themselves, do not 
automatically grow into gooa 
characters. When children grow 
into good men and women, it is 
because they have been brought 
up that way. 


For this reason, God gives us 
our children nearly twenty years 
before they are grown. God meant, 
then, that it should take some 
twenty years of hard work on the 
part of father and mother to set 
and grow and nurture and correct 
the character of the children to 
make them the kind of men and 
women they ought to be. A hog, 
bigger than a man, gets grown in 
& year, a cow in two years, and a 
horse in about three. God knew 
that children needed bringing up. 

We should notice that this com- 
mand is given primarily to fathers. 
Every father is responsible for the 

of the children; more re- 
sponsible than is the mother. God 
set men to be the heads of homes 
and families. They must account 
to him for the rearing or bringing 
up of their children.

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Joshua and Abraham Recognized 
Their Responsibility For Their 
Children 


Many great characters in the 
Bible acknowledged their responsi- 
bility for their children. Joshua 
in his last oration to the elders, 
heads, judges and officers of the 
tribes and families of Israel bold- 
ly declared, “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord!” 
(Joshua 24:15). Joshua was will- 
ing to speak for his wife and for 
his children. He himself would 
serve the Lord and he would see 
that his family served the Lord. 
He knew that he could not avoid 
the responsibility before God and 
so he exercised it. 


God commended Abraham in 
that he ruled well over his family. 
God did not hide from Abraham 
His plans for the destruction of 
Sodom, saying, “For I know him, 
that he will command his children 
and his household after him, and 
they shall keep the way of the 
Lord, to do justice and judgment.” 
Abraham ruled his family well and 
did it by command. His children 
and his household were “brought 
up” in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord. Fathers must bring 
up their children, 


Because Eli failed in this matter 
of discipline and the bringing up 
of his sons, God put a curse on his 
whole priestly family. In I Sam- 
uel 2:29, God asked Eli, ‘“Where- 
fore kick ye at my sacrifice and at 
mine offering, which I have com- 
manded in my habitation; and 
honourest thy sons above me, to 
make yourself fat with the chiefest 
of all the offerings of Israel my 
people?” In I Samuel 3:13 God 
said concerning Eli, “For I have 
told him that I will judge his house 
for ever for the iniquity which he 
knoweth: because his sons made 
themselves vile, and he restrain- 
ed them not.” God holds fathers 
accountable for their sons to re- 
strain them, discipline them, cor- 
rect them and bring them up. 
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In-the New Testament special 
commands are given to preachers. 
In I Timothy 3:4, we are told 
that the pastor should be “One 

t ruleth well his own house, 
aving his children in subjection 
with all gravity.” To bring up 
children means to rule them well 
and have them in subjection with 
all gravity. In the same chapter, 
verse 12, we are told that deacons 
should be “ruling their children 
and their own houses well.” In 
Titue 1:16, Paul is inspired to 
command that an elder must have 
“faithful children not accused | of 
riot or unruly.” A man who has 
unruly children is not bringing 
them up right and is not fit to 
be a pastor. One sees the im- 
portance of bringing up children 
well from this command, 


The “Nurture of the Lord” 


Fathers are to bring up their 
children “in the nurture and admo- 
nition of the Lord.” The word nur- 
ture here means instruction or 
chastening. It is translated once in 
the Bible ““instruction,” three times 
“chastening,” and once “chastise- 
ment.” In Hebrews 12, verse 5, 
7 and 11 the word chastening is 
used meaning correction, and each 
time the original Greek word is 
the same as this one translated 
“nurture,” in Ephesians 6:4. In 
Hebrews 12:8, “chastisement” is 
translated from the same Greek 
word as translated here, “nurture.” 
In Ii Timothy 3:16 the same Greek 
word is translated “instruction.” 

It is clear, then, that when fa- 
thers are commanded to bring up 
their children in the nurture of 
the Lord, they are to bring them 
up with chastening and chastise- 
ment, as God deals with His chil- 
dren. The inescapable idea is that 
children must be taught to obey 
and must be punished for wrong 
doing in such a way as to discipline 
them, correct their faults and 
establish their character. 


Should Parents Whip Children? 


Is corporal punishment for chil- 
dren required in the Bible? It 
most certainly is! And the teach- 
ing is so clear that every parent 
must acknowledge it. There can 
be no material difference of opin- 
ion on this matter by honest be- 
lievers in the Word of God. 

Sin must be punished. That is 
the teaching throughout the Bi- 
ble. Under the Mosaic law de- 
tailed instructions were given for 
the punishment of specific sins. 
In the New Testament we are told 
that rulers are the ministers of 
God to execute wrath. Sin must be 
punished and God Himself will cer- 
tainly see that it is eventually 
punished. The doctrine of punish- 
ment for sin is unpopular with 
many. They do not like the punish- 
ment of criminals by the state nor 
the punishment of sinners in Hell 
nor the punishment of children by 
the parents. But sin must be 
judged and punished, and the par- 
ent is accountable to God to judge 
and punish the sins of his child. 
Children are to be brought up in 
the nurture or chastening and ad- 
mocnition of the Lord, 

The book of Proverbs has a 
wealth of -instructions for practical 
daily living, and the Proverbs giv- 
en are a part of the inspired Word 
of God. . Read these plain com- 
mands to-whip children as found 
in the book of Proverbs. . 

1. Proverbs 13:24. “He that 
spareth his rod hateth his son; 
but he that loveth him chasteneth 
him betimes.” The worldly-minded 
parent, to excuse his sin in not 
punishing his child, may say, “I 
love him too much.” That is a 


foolish excuse and untrue. “He that 


spareth the rod hateth his son; 
but he that loveth him chasteneth 
him betimes,” that is, pretty often. 
‘One who doesn’t whip his children 
may love his own éase. It is not 
easy to enforce discipline whether 
in home, school, or government, but 
it is wise and it is for the welfare 
of those governed, always. The 
parent who does not chastise his 
child does not have the best inter- 
est of the child at heart, and brings 
evil on the child. 


2. Proverbs 19:18. “Chasten thy 
son while there is hope, and let 
not thy soul spare for his cry- 
ing.” God gave long years in which 
to rear children. While they are 
young and tender in years, “there 
is hope,” that is, they may be 
made into the kind of men and 
women that you desire if you be- 
gin early and enforce the right 
and punish their sins. Whip your 


son and daughter while there is 


nope, for a little bit later it will 
be too late. Multitudes of careless 
parents have found this Scripture 
true to their everlasting sorrow. 

You hate to hear your chiidren 
cry. But bow much more you will 
grieve to see their sorrows later 
in life, brought on by sins that 
were not rebuked in childhood! Do 
not withhold the rod of correction 
because children cry. Do not stop 
whipping as soon as they start 
crying, God says. The divinely in- 
spired wisdom of the book of 
Proverbs commands us to punish 
our children while it will be ef- 
fective, considering, not their im- 
mediate pain, but their future and 
permanent welfare, 


My father had a rule that he 
regularly followed when he pun- 
ished his children. He whipped un- 
til we cried and then whipped until 
we stopped crying! And ncne of 
the eight children ever thought 
that my father was harsh or bitter. 
He did not provoke his children 
to wrath, but he did bring us up 
in the nurture of chastening of the 
Lord. He chastened us while there 
was hope and he did not spare the 
rod because of our cry. 

3. Proverbs 30:30. “The blueness 
of a wound cleanseth away evil: 
so do stripes the inward parts of 
the belly.” How detailed and care- 
ful are the commands of God on 
this matter! The rule of a fa- 
ther must sometimes be severe. 
Punishment must sometimes be 
drastic. If you consider scores of 
incidents in the Bible and see how 
drastic were the punishments of 
God for seemingly small offenses, 
you will understand this rule. 
Achan and his whole family were 
stoned to death for the theft of a 
we¢dge of gold, some silver, and a 
Babylonian garment. A man was 
stoned, by direct command of God, 
for picking up sticks on the Sab- 
bath. The Amalekites were to be 
destroyed, men, women, children 
and cattle, because of their idolatry 
and their opposition to God and 
his people Israel. The thought of 
Hell itself is a terrible thought. 
It must impress you that terrible 
and drastic puishment for sin must 
sometimes be administered. So 
here parents are encouraged by 
the statement that “the blueness of 
a wound cleanseth away evil’ and 
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that “‘so do stripes the inward parts 
of the belly.” Children should 
sometimes be whipped until there 
are stripes on their bodies. If this 
seems to be wrong, then you do not 
have the attitude you ought tc 
have toward the Word of God and, 
very likely you have not reared 
children thoroughly and success. 
fully according to the Bible pat- 
tern, 

Every good parent grieves when 
he must punish a child painfully. 
The old saying, “This hurts me 
more than it does you” has been 
joked about a great deal, but it 
is a tearful and sad fact known 
by multitudes of fathers and moth- 
ers who honestly punish their 
children as the Bible commands. 
To do what the Bible commands is 
not easy, but it is certainly profit- 
able and happy in its fruits. 

I never will forget the first time 
I whipped one of my children until 
blue marks appeared on her fat 
little body, She had been stubborn 
and rebellious and I had to spank 
her several times about the same

thing before I got any results. 
Eventually did the job so 
thoroughly that she surrendered 
and obeyed me, though my own 
heart was torn and grieved beyond 
expression, I could not keep back 
the tears later when I saw ‘the 
tiny stripes or marks left by my 
spanking. Since that time she has 
bruised herself enough to leave 
marks black and blue on her body 
a hundred times in her play, but 
no other marks ever did her so 
much good! “Stripes,” according 
to the Scripture, cleanses “‘the in- 
ward parts of the belly.” Happy 
is the child that has been chastized 
by the loving hands of a mother 
and father so earnestly that the 
selfish natural will of the child was 
surrendered to the higher and bet- 
ter will of the father and mother. 
Stripes left by such chastisement 
cleanses the intermost parts of 
the belly, according to the Word of 
God. This may not fit in with the 
carnal teachings of men, but God 
knows more about rearing children 
than psychology professors in all 
the colleges, and all the old maids 
who write columns for mothers in 
the newspapers! 


4. Proverbs 22:15. “Foolishness 
is bound in the heart of a child; 
but the rod of correction shall 
drive it far from him.’ The human 
race is foolish by nature, and folly, 
as used in the Bible, refers to wick- 
edness. Our children are wicked 
by nature. They were born of 
wicked parents. Every little baby 
born in this world inherits the 
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taint of sin. Do not misunder- 
stand me; little children are not 
lost sinners. They are kept safe, 
I believe, by the blood of Jesus 
Christ. Whatever was lost in 
Adam’s sin has been regained for 
unaccountable children by the 
death of Christ. But every child 
has inborn characteristics that 
will make it a deliberate, wilful 
sinner as soon as it comes to the 
place and power of choice. 

A child only a few days old can 
get very angry. Every child as 
soon as he learns to talk, begins 
to lie. To steal is as natural for 
a child as to eat, and every child 
would rather take the toys that 
belong to another than not, until 
the opposite course is drilled into 
him by rebuke and punishment 
According to the Bible, “Foolish- 
ness is bound in the ‘heart of a 
child.” There is sometning terribly 
evil and wicked in the nature of 
every human being and that will 
only be brought into subjection 
and driven out by punishment. 
“The rod of correction shall drive 
it far from him.” 

That does not mean that people 
can be saved by the development 
of character or that sin can be en- 
tirely overcome by training. It 
takes the blood of Christ to save, 
but it does mean that every child 
can be disciplined, corrected and 
trained until it will have a strong 
and sturdy moral character which 
the child will not have who grows 
up without discipline and the rod 
of correction. 

Whipping has a very definite 
place and purpose in God’s plan 
lor rearing children, 


5. Proverbs 13:14. “Withhold 
not correction from the child: for 
if thou beatest him with the rod, 
he shall not die. Thou shalt beat 
him with the rod, and shail de- 
liver his soul from hell.” The fond 
mother is likely to believe that her 
husband, the child’s father, is kill- 
ing the little fellow. But the Bi- 
ble says, “If thou beat him with a 
rod, he shall not die.”” Punishment 
should always be in the fear ot 
God and as a matter of principle. 
Certainly it is never right to punish 
children as a matter of persona! 
spite or in uncontrolled anger. God 
loves sinners and punishes them, 
yea, He punished His own children 
and in the same spirit and for the 
Same purpose Christian parents 
should punish their children when 
necessary. To whip a child may 
mean the eternal salvation of his 
soul and keep him out of hell. 
“Thou shalt beat him with the 
rod, and snall deliver his soul from 
hell.” Doubtless millions of peo- 
ple are now in Hell who would 
have been saved had they been 
reared as they ought to be, brought 
up in the nurture or chastening 
and admonition of the Lord. 


In my father’s home the chil- 
dren were all converted young. It 
was never hard for us to believe 
that sin must be punished for at 
our house sin was punished with 
love, but with faithfulness. It was 


‘not hard for us to believe that 
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God was kind and merciful for 
our father too was kind and merci- 
ful and grieved when it was neces- 
sary to punish. The child who had 
been taught to reverence his ta- 
ther and mother and obey them 
is much more easily taught to 
reverence and obey God. One who 
sees that sin must be punished is 
much quicker to confess and for- 
sake his sins. One who whups his 
child may save his soul from ‘Hell! 


6. Proverbs 29:15. “The rod and 
reproof give wisdom: but a child 
left to himself bringeth his mother 
to shame.” There is an old say- 
ing that “experience is a dear 
school, but fools will learn in no 
other.” Yet it is a sad fact that 
many people do not lear by ex- 
perience. ‘The pupuis in the school 
of experience need a teacher to 
point the moral. So the Bible says 
that “The rod and reproof give 
wisdom.” There can be no rea! 
Spiritual wisdom, until a child 
learns the self control, reverence 
and obedience to authority and the 
anxiety to do right which comes 
by the punishment for wrong do- 
ing. Many a wise man today wili 
testify that the rod and reproof of 
a Godly father and mother gave 
wisdom in his boyhood, 


“But a child left to himselt 
bringeth his mother to shame.’ 
Rearing children is a serious busi- 
ness. God did not mean that chil- 
dren should boss in their home. 
God did not mean that children 
should make their Owu Chuives in 
everything. Children need super- 
vision, advice, admonition and cor- 
rection. Many a heart-broken 
mother has told me how her boy 
is in the penitentiary because of 
some shocking crime. Every such 
case proves the rule laid down in 
the Word of God that “a child 
left to himself bringeth his moth- 
er to shame.” 


7. Proverbs 29:17. “Correct thy 
son, and he shall give tnee rest; 
yea, he shall give delight unto thy 
soul.” It is a happy thing for a 
man in his old age to have his sons 
and daughters, fine Godly men and 
women, about him or doing a great 
work in the world. Such children 
give delight to their parents. 
‘hey honor and support their par- 
ents in their old age. Such 
children give rest to the souls of 
the mother and father who reared 
them right. The father and moth- 
er who punishes their children and 
make them mind will have a long 
harvest of happiness as they de- 
light in the character that they 
helped develop and enjoy the fruits 
of the correction of their children. 


The importance of the discipline 
of children and of insisting of abso- 
lute obedience is clearly shown in 
Deuteronomy 21:18-21. There the 
Jews were commanded if a man 
had a stubborn and rebellious son 
who would not obey his mother or 
father and after they had whipped 
him he would not listen, then he 
was to be taken before the elders of 
the city where he would there be 
condemned and then carried outside 
the city and stoned. Discipline is 
much more important, as taught 
in the Bible, than is generally held 
by Christians. May God help us to 
rear our children in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord and so 
avoid the terrible disaster that 
comes to a lawless people. Dis- 
obedience in the home will mean 
lawless citizens of the state and 
rebels against God later on. 


“The Admonition of the Lord" 


Fathers are to bring up their 
children “in the nurture and admo- 
nition of the Lord.” The word 
“nurture” is translated “instruc- 
tion” in one case which.I mentioned 
above, And the term “admonition” 
means just that and is so translat- 
ed the three times it is used in 
the New Testament. 

There is far more, then, to bring- 
ing up- children than just whipping 
them. Correction is a very im- 
portant matter, but so also is ad- 
monition or instruction or counsel. 
The father is to teach his children. 


In Deuteronomy 6:6-9 Jewish 


fathers were commanded to dili- 
gently instruct their children. 
There Moses was inspired to say: 

“And these words, which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in 
thine heart: 

“And thou shalt teach them dil- 
igently unto thy children, and 
shalt talk of them when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up. 

“And thou shalt bind them for

“And thou shalt write them up- 
on the posts of thy house, and on 
thy gates.” 


Parents were to teach the Scrip- 
tures “diligently” to their children. 
They were to talk to their chil- 
dren about the commands cf God 
as they sat in the house and when 
they walked by the way and at 
bed time and again when they 
arose in the morning! The words 
of God were to be bound upon the 
hand of the parent and as front- 
lets between his eyes and the fa- 
ther was to write the great com- 
mandment to love God with all the 
heart, mind and soul on the posts 
of his house and on his gates! 
Parents ought diligently to teach 
their children about God and His 
commandments. ! 


Similar commands were repeated 
in Deuteronomy 11:18-20. 


When Joshua led the children 
of Israel over the River Jordan 
and into the land of Canaan the 
people carried rocks from the 
midst of the River Jordan and 
piled them up in Gilgal (Joshua 
4:). Then each father was com- 
manded to instruct his children 
concerning the mighty defts of 
God. When children would ask 
the question, “What mean these 
stones?” the fathers were to tell 
them of all the marvelous deeds 
God had done for His people in- 
cluding the crossing of the River 
Jordan. 

Timothy grew into a great 
preacher of the gospel and that is 
not surprising, considering the 
teaching he had as a child. Paul 
wrote to Timothy that “I thank 
God ... when I call to remem- 
brance the unfeigned faith that is 
in thee, which dwelt first in thy 
grandmother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice; and I am persuaded that 
in thee also.” (1 Tim, 1:3, 5). A 
part of Timothy’s faith was a spir- 
itual inheritance from his mother 
and his grandmother, good women 
who reared him and taught him the 
Word of God. Again Paul remind- 
ed Timothy “that from a child 
thou hast known the holy scrip- 
tures which are able to make thee 
wise unto salvation through faith 
which is in Christ Jesus.” Happy, 
fortunate Timothy! In his chiid- 
hood his mother had taught him 
the Scriptures that told of the plan 
of salvation. I am sure that Tim- 
othy never sowed the wild oats 
that have broken the heart of other 
mothers and fathers. He was 
brought up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord. 


Win Your Children to Christ 


Fathers and mothers should win 
their own children to Christ. No 
one else is so well fitted nor so re- 
sponsible for winning them. 

Jesus said, “Suffer little children 
to come unto me and forbid them 
not for of such is the kingdom oi 
Heaven.” Parents often stand in 
the way of their children. To the 
mother, her ten year old boy is 
still “only a baby.” She is so 
afraid that “he doesn’t under- 
stand.” But likely he does under- 
stand too, that he is a sinner and 
that he needs Christ. Certainly 
if he is normal in mind and has 
been properly taught, he wilt 
understand that he needs salva- 
tion. No age limit can be set, but 
parents often sin in that they do 
not carefully watch or that they 
carelessly hinder their children. 
Dear Father, Mother, permit your 
children to seek Christ, yea, en- 
courage them to. God wants little 
children to be saved, 


“SUFFER little children.” I nev- 
er fully knew what that meant 


until just now. I have looked it/ 
up carefully and the Greek word 
translated 


“suffer” also means “to 
send away,” “let go,” “permit.” 
Not only should parents permit 
their children to come to Christ, 
but they should “send them away” 
to Christ, that is urge them to go. 
Twice in the New Testament the 
word here translated suffer is 
translated “send away.” Every 
parent is responsible for the con- 
version of his child. You ought 
to have more influence than any- 
body over that dear one who is 
part of your own flesh and bones. 
Do not neglect your opportunity, 
but bring up your children in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord.
